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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's arguments against the 
references individually, one cannot show non-obviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 
375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In this case Truong teaches (i) a uniform resource identifier (URI) (col 7, lines 20-33, "A user accesses a web page 
by entering a uniform resource locator ("URL") which identifies a particular web page stored on an Internet server. The term "web page" is 
used herein to mean any computer file capable of being provided through a computer network to a client, processed, and then 
displayed. The web page is then communicated from the Internet server, where it is stored, to the server where the client is connected. 
The web page is then communicated to the client. In this manner, information can be easily disseminated throughout the world. Each web 
page on the World Wide Web has its own unique URL.", please see background information) of a web page for use by the remote site in 
authenticating whether the URL is authorized to receive the content of the digital asset (col 8, lines 3-16, please see Apeendix A), and (ii) a 
unique identifier of the selected content of the digital asset (col 7, lines 20-33; col 8, lines 3-16, Please see Appendix A).
